Wage Freeze Proposed 
by Industry in Warn- 
ing Against Inflation 


and Foreign Compe-|

NEW YORK, May 6 (UPID— 
Top steel company and United 
Steel Workers union officials 
entered the second day of pre- 
liminary contract talks today 
far apart on issues and under 


a presidential warning against 
an inflationary settlement. 


President Eisenhower warned 
yesterday that the Government 
“cannot stand still and do 
nothing” if both sides do not 
take statesman-like action. Ad- 
ministration officials said they 
thought Mr. Eisenhower was 
trying to build up public opin- 
ion against a wage increase 
that would lead to higher steel 
prices. 

Negotiators for both sides 
pledged to seek a non-infla- 
tionary agreement, but their 
positions dimmed of 
avoiding a strike after the 
three-year contract co 
500,000 workers in basic stee 
industry expires June 30. 

Pay Freeze Proposed. 

Inland Stee] Co., seventh 
largest steel producer in the 
nation, called for a one-year 
wage freeze to help. combat in- 
flationary pressures. 

William G, Caples, Inland 
vice president, told union ne- 
gotiators that steel workers 
“are envied by workers all 
over the world, including those 
of other industries of the 
United States.”

Foreign Pay Advantage. 

U. S. Steel Corp., in an eco- 
nomic document issued yester- 
‘day, said “The greatest single 


* ‘advantage of foreign steel pro- 


ducers is that their wage rates 
sare much lower than ours.” 

' “Big Steel” noted that aver- 
age hourly earnings of steel 
workers in this country are as 
much as seven times greater 
than those of foreign competi- 
tors. 

“The narrowing margin of 
* United States technical supe- 
riority can no longer overcome 
so enormous a cost disadvan- 
tage,” the company said.

Edward Teller; who took a 
leading role in devéloping the 
hydrogen bomb, praised Lewis 
L. Strauss today as a friend 
of science and scientists. 

The famous physicist’s testi- 
mony contradicted earlier tes- 
timony by two physicists in the 
current hearings on Strauss’s 
nomination as Secretary of 
Commerce. They had said most 
scientists would prefer to see 
Strauss completely out of the 
Government. 

Testifies at Hearing. 

Teller told the Senate Com- 
mittee on Interstate and For- 
eign Commerce: 

“As a scientist, I would like 
to testify to Adm. Strauss’ 
long-standing, warm and ef- 
fective support of science, and 
this is my only purpose. 

He said Strauss had “great 
respect for science and friend- 
ship with scientists.” Among 
Strauss’s scientific friends, Tel- 
ler listed Enrico Fermi, John 
Von Neumann, Nils Bohr and 
Ernest Lawrence. 

During Strauss’s chairman- 
ship of the Atomic Energy 
Commission, teller went on, 
appropriations for the AEC 
division of biology and medi- 
cine increased steadily, 
doubling over that period. Im- 
t achievements in basic 
h were made by the 
AEC under Strauss, the wit- 
ness said. 

Praises Address. 

He praised Strauss’s address 
last Friday before the Ameri- 
can. Physical Society, an ap- 
arance that led to a walkout

BRITISH EXPORTS 
TOP U.S. IMPORTS 
AFTER 94 YEARS 


LONDON, May 6 (AP) — 
British exports to the United 
States exceeded imports from 
America in March for the first 
time since 1865 — the year 


President Lincoln was assas- 
sinated. 

Ever since then the balance 
of British-American trade has 
been in favor of the United 
States. 

An announcement by the 
British Board of Trade said 
Britain sold the United States 
goods valued at $78,861,722 in 
March. In return Britain 
bought only $68,733,514 worth. 
It wiped out the deficit of Jan- 
uary and February and put 
Britain $7,527,492 ahead at the 
end of the first quarter. 

In the first. three months of 
this year, British exports of 
automobiles to the United 
States were valued at $57,702,- 
388. This compared with $41,- 
681,704 in the first quarter of 
last year. Cotton imports from 
the United States slumped 
from $31,397,663 to $8,848,890.

Center yesterday afternoon. 


The saw Gen. George Catlett 
Marshall, 78, America’s World 
War IJ Army Chief of Staff, 
lying motionless and virtually 
speechless, the victim of a 
stroke. 

Then they saw John Foster 
Dulles, 71, the Secretary of 
State who only a few months 
ago soared across oceans in 
jet planes. Yesterday, Dulles, 
who is fighting the ravages of 
cancer, was in a wheelchair 
when his friends came to visit. 

Sir Winston, who moves with 
some difficulty himself be- 
cause of what the President 
called the wear and tear of 
time, walked to the foot of 
Marshall’s bed and chatted 
with the five-star General’s 
wife for about two minutes. 


Unable to Converse. 


Mrs. Marshall assured the 
former Prime Minister that her 


husband was delighted to see 
him. Marshall reco d 
to 


Churchill, but was una 
converse with him. 

The meeting with Dulles last- 
ed 17 minutes. Reporters were 
not present, but White House 
Press Secretary James C. Hag- 
erty supplied details. — 
Hagerty said it was the first 
time to his knowledge that it 
was known that Dulles “has to 
use a wheelchair.” The State 
Department said later that Dul- 
les still could walk and used 
the wheelchair as a matter of 
convenience. 

The President and Sir Win- 
ston took seats in the parlor 
of the Dulles hospital suite and 
a medica] corpsman rolled the 
President's stanch friend and 
adviser into the room. Dulles 
was in pajamas and a bathrobe.

TOKYO, May 6 (UPI)—Com- 
munist China ended today any 
Tibetan hope of independence 
or even self-government with- 
in the Communist empire. It 
predicted total communization 
once.the Tibetan rebellion has 
ended. 


Peiping admitted the anti- 
Communist Bpy Laos had 
spread to three Chinese pro- 
vinces stretching almost to 
Inner Mongolia but said “in 
the main” the rebellion has 
been quashed, 

An official Red Chinese as- 
sessment of the Tibetan situa- 
tion, a 12,000-word editorial in 
the Peiping People's Daily, 
was broadcast today by the 
Peiping radio. 

It gave Prime Minister 
Nehru of India a dressing 
down for his statements on 
Tibet. 

It proclaimed total Com- 
munist authority over the 
Himalayan kingdom ruled for 
centuries by a Dalai Lama.

Arms Tests. 


WASHINGTON, May 6 (UPI) 
—A Government scientist testi- 
fied today that radioactive 
strontium-90 in human bones 
will increase about 14 times in 
the next several years, even if 
there are no more nuclear

weapons tests. 

Dr. Wright Langham of Los 
Alamos, N. M., said this will 
bring strontium-90 in man up 
to 10 per cent of the inter- 
national “maximum” and will 
mean that human skeletons are 
receiving 5 to 10 per cent more 
radiation than would normally 
reach the bones. 

The increase is unavoidable, 
Langham told the joint con- 
gressional committee on radi- 
ation, because man as yet is 
nowhere near “equilibrium” 
with his environment. 

Strontium-90 will be ab- 
sorbed from soil, air, water 
and food contaminated from 
nuclear tests in the last few 
years, he said. 

Discounted by Teller. 

In a Senate Commerce Com- 
mittee hearing today, physicist 
Edward Teller said he is 
“greatly disturbed about what 
appears to me the undue ter- 
ror which fallout has evoked 
among the American people.” 
Dr. Teller laid groundwork for 
development of the H-bomb.) 

Highlighting earlier testi- 
mony that the United States 
lies in the middle of the most 
dangerous radioactive fallout 
belt, Langham said there will 
be considerable variation in|; 
the average “body burden” of 
strontium-90 by country and 
by latitude. 

He said the “burden” for the 
United States by 1967 will av- 
erage 20 per cent higher than 
for the Western nations as a 
whole.

The House proposal is backed 
by the state oil. interests and 
judges of rural county courts 
who want part of the state 
highway revenues to be turned 
over to them for use on local 
roads. 

The State Highway Depart- 
ment has reluctantly accepted 
the l-cent increase but would 
have preferred that the tax in- 
crease be made permanent. It 
is opposed to the sharing of 
state road revenues with local 
governments, which would be 
a sharp departure from Mis- 
souri’s historic policy of de- 
voting all state gasoline tax 
revenues to the state road sys- 


tem. 
House Proposal. 

The House proposal, passed 
by a vote of 120 to 23, would 
split the revenue from the 2- 
cent increase on the following 
basis: Counties would receive 
14 cent and cities and the state 
highway department,would get 
34 cent each. 

The 2-cent increase would 
bring in about $30,000,000 a 
year. Thus, the counties would 
get $7,500,000 annually, cities 
and the highway department 
$11,250,000 each. The proposal 
also would prohibit local gaso- 
line taxes. 

Gov. Blair and the State 
Highway Commission had asked 
that all of the $30,000,000 in 
additional money be spent on 
the state highway system, to 
help finance a 20-year expan- 
sion and improvement program 
costing $4,600,000,000. 

The Senate debated the 
l-cent gasoline tax increase 
measure for about three hours 
before tentatively approving it. 
It still must be passed in the 
Senate before being sent to the 
House. The House proposal was 
sent to the Senate, and is to be 
referred to the Roads and 
Highways Committee for study.

Delaware (1953): Delaware has offered no 
estimate of increased revenue, but reports no 
difficulties with employers over installing a 
withholding system. 


Arizona (1954): Arizona discovered that its 
revenue increase attributable to withholding 
was a remarkable 25 per cent. Prior to with- 
holding, Arizona officials say, “Penalties were 
unenforceable—you were a fool if you paid 
your taxes.” 


Colorado (1954): Here the revenue gain 
was 15 per cent, and tax officers state that 
Colorado gained at least 25 per cent more 
tax accounts, “most of which are persons who 
were previously subject to the tax but who 
were not filing as required.” 


Kentucky (1954): The revenue increase 
from withholding was about 22 per cent, and 
the revenue director says: “It got more 
money. It minimized delinquency. It helped

For the good of state government, for the 
avoidance of unnecessary tax increases,

Sir Winston’s Mission 


It is difficult to believe that Sir Winston 
Churchill has come to this country for a 
strictly personal and social visit. The jour- 
ney is reported to have been made against 
the advice of his physicians. Certainly his 
age and condition suggest that some other 
purpose than pure sociability must have 
brought him to the White House. 

Britain’s great war leader is, of course, 
welcome in any event. But we hope that he 
has come to convey a message, and we 
hope the message conveys support and sym- 
pathy for Prime Minister Macmillan’s effort 
to bring about a series of meaningful sum- 
mit conferences. 

It would not be strange if this were true. 
The statesman who summoned the West to a 
cold war in his Fulton speech during the 
Truman Administration has been urging for 
some time now a spirit of conciliation and ac- 
commodation in Western relations with the 
Soviets. Though out of active politics, he is 
a firm supporter of the Macmillan govern- 
ment, and Mr. Macmillan, if not exactly a 
firebrand, has offered the only Western lead- 
ership toward a settlement on Germany, Ber- 
lin and arms control in central Europe. 

President Eisenhower’s coolness toward 
summit negotiations, and his tendency to 
back DeGaulle and Adenauer in their cool- 
ness toward any accommodation with the 
Soviets, are well known. If. Sir Winston 
Churchill, over the cigars and brandy, could 
make clear why Mr. Macmillan follows the 
course he does, and why he deserves support, 
he might serve as great a public cause as 
when he sounded the tocsin against Soviet 
expansionism 13 years ago. 


Leave It to the People 


President Eisenhower and former President 
Truman both have spoken this week on the 
subject of the proposed repeal of the Twenty- 
second Amendment through which the Con- 
stitution now prohibits a President from 
serving more than two terms. 


Testifying as an “expert witness” before a 
Senate Judiciary subcommittee on Senator 
Hennings’s repeal resolution, Mr. Truman 
stated his opposition in strong terms. Part 
of his objection was based on a weakening, 
as he saw it, of the President’s influence in 
a second term. Part of it was based on his 
belief that the voters can be trusted to handle 
presidential candidacies, 


Mr. Eisenhower, the first President to be 
limited to two terms, did not make it clear 
just how he stands at this time. When asked 
at his press conference about the pending 
resolution, he said he did not “feel too 
strongly about it.” There were, he said, ad- 
vantages and disadvantages on both sides of 
the question and that was about where he 
left it. 


The President’s indefinite answer repre- 
sents a retreat from his earlier position. In 
October, 1956, for example, Mr. Eisenhower 
told correspondents that he did not regard 
the restriction as “entirely wise” and believed 
by and large the people should be able to 
choose the President they wanted regardless 
of the number of terms. He added that he had 
utmost confidence in the judgment of the peo- 
ple and did not fear one-party government. 

Why has the President weakened on the 
proposal of Senator Hennings and others in 
Congress that the bar be removed? One pos- 
sibility is that he has talked it over with the 
Republican Leader in the Senate, Everett M. 
Dirksen of Illinois. For it was Senator Dirk- 
sen who in January, 1947—less than two years 
after the death of Franklin D. Roosevelt— 
sponsored a limitation amendment in the Sen- 
ate. Indeed the Dirksen proposal was to 
limit the President to one six-year term. 


Senator Dirksen and his fellow Republicans 
were very proud of their party’s unanimous 
voting record on the resolution which was 
reported to Congress. In the House the Re- 
publicans backed the limitation 238 to 0 and 
in the Senate it was 46 to 0. Democratic ma- 
jorities were on the other side. 

That is the performance which will be up 
for review if the Hennings repeal resolution 
goes to the Senate floor for a vote. 


Aldermen on TV 


The Ways and Means Committee of the 
Board of Aldermen and educational tele- 
vision station KETC (Channel 9) are making 
a commendable joint effort this week to in- 
form the people of St. Louis about their city’s 
financial affairs. The committee’s meetings 
to deal with the budget will be telecast Thurs- 
day evening starting at 8:30 and Friday eve- 
ning starting at 8—the first time a St. Louis 
aldermanic body has transacted business with 
the eye of the television camera looking on. 
Both meetings will be carried by KETC for 
whatever length of time they last. Good gov- 
ernment and good citizenship should both 
profit from this opportunity for a whole city 
to look in on the conduct of its affairs. We 
hope the experiment will be so successful as 
to encourage still further use of the television 
medium to spread public knowledge of local 
government. 


Soaring Into the Wild Blue 


The Air Force has really soared far into 
the wild blue yonder with its academy project 
at Colorado Springs, Colo. An audit by the 
General Accounting Office reveals that the 
school for Air Force cadets is going to cost 
almost double what it was expected to cost. 


This would be appalling news to a civilian 
institution but not to the Air Force. Con- 
gress had authorized $139,000,000 for con- 
structing and equipping the academy. Thus 
far the academy has exceeded that figure by 
$58,000,000. It will cost an additional $72,- 
000,000 before it is finished. Thus the total 
cost would be $269,000,000. 

The GAO report contains a recommenda- 
tion “that in the ‘future full disclosure will 
be made to Congress_as to the total foresee- 
able costs of major construction programs.” 
That is the least the Air Force could do. If 
it cannot do that, there is something radically 
wrong in its housekeeping and planning 
section. 

In its fight for permission to build an acad- 
emy, the Air Force stressed that it wanted 
to produce officers who in addition to being 
leaders would be broad enough to hold their 
own at Congressional hearings, at the diplo- 
mats’ table and even at tea. Judging from 
the operations at the academy, there is also 
a need for Air Force officers who can be 
frank with Congress.

Putting Missouri on Pay-as-You-Go 


Income Tax Withholding Offers Way to Reduce Evasion, Economist Says 


From an Address by 
Werner Z. Hirsch 
Washington University 


In recent years, much public dis- 
cussion has centered around the fact 
that Missouri income taxes are 
evaded by many people. The state 
has engaged in a program designed 
to ch state tax returns with fed- 
eral tax returns. This procedure, if 
carried out on a large scale and 
conscientio » can help identify 
people who file their federal income 
taxes in Missouri and yet have not 
filed a state income tax return.

Federal income taxes have been 
withheld for many years. The main 
reason for the federal government 
instituting this procedure was one of 
getting on a “pay as you go” basis. 
Since federal income taxes amount 
to large amounts on an annual basis, 
this method helps spread payments 
over a twelve-month period. 

Thus, the objectives for withhold- 
ing federal and state income taxes 
are quite different. This difference 
is tmportan 

Business and industry have long 
opposed state income tax withhold- 
ing, claiming that it would consti- 
tute a heavy clerical burden on the 
employer. Nevertheless by 1956 
eleven states had adopted withhold- 
ing and some other states are seri- 
ously considering it. 

Three methods are used for com- 
puting the amount to be withheld. 
Oregon, for instance, required the 
withholding of a flat percentage of 
every pay check; Colorado withholds 
a percentage of the amount with- 
held for federal taxes; and Vermont 
provides the employer with tables 
or forms similar to those used for 
federal withholding. The latter 
method is the most cumbersome 
from an administrative viewpoint. 

There is no reason why the state 
cannot compensate employers for ex- 
pense incurred in withholding. In 
such a case, even a complex method 
could be used combining the ad- 
vantages of reducing the chances of 
tax evasion and bringing the tax 
payer on a pay as you go basis.

MUSEUM FEELING 
PINCH. NAGEL SAYS 


Tax Income No Longer 
Meets Existing Needs, 
Director Asserts. 


The City Art Museum must 
have more income if it is to 
take proper care of its present 
collections and the acquisitions 
it hopes to receive in the next 
two decades, Museum 
tor Charles Nagel said today. 

Writing in the April issue of 
the Museum News, Nagel said 
the two cents on each $100 as- 
sessed valuation of real and 
tangible personal property that 
the Musetim has been receiv- 
ing since 1907 is no longer suf- 
ficient to meet existing needs. 

The fact that the Museum 
receives tax support has tended 
to make people think that it is 
amply provided for, when ac- 
tually this is no longer the 
case, he wrote. 

No valuable gift of art to 
the Museum is ever turned 
down, but donors are rarely 
aware of the administrative 
costs involved in keeping the 
gift in first-class condition, he 
added. 

“While none of the collec- 
tions is neglected, the burdens 
of conservation are borne with 
increasing difficulty because 
our responsibilities are increas- 
ing faster than our staff and 
income,” he wrote. 

Nagel noted that the Public 
Library, which is supported in 
much the same way as the Zoo 
and Art Museum, has obtained 
two increases in its tax sup-

Richardson expressed ad- 
miration for the surly attitude 
adopted by Burns in prison 
and for his pointed disdain of 
guards. It was Richardson’s 
impression that everybody was 
unfair to Burns, that Burns did 
not deserve the rough time he 
was getting. 

When Burns was sentenced 
to 75 years in prison last May 
8 for assault with intent to 
murder John Gazzoli in an at- 
tempted holdup, Richardson 
considered the long term an 
outrage. 

Burns, who filed an appeal, 
elected to start serving the

The ex-convict turned 
and began retracing his steps. 


“Tf you run you're dead,” 
Scheets warned him. Lt. 
Burns fired his riot gun inte 
the air. 

Richardson dodged into 
shrubbery near the jail wall. 
Lt. Burns fired three shots 
at him. He fell with nine 
slugs in his legs and lower 
body. He was dead. 


The detectives recovered a 
loaded .44 caliber revolver 
from the ledge of a window in 
the jail commissary. The win- 
dow was open several inches. 

The man who had left the 
$10 for Burns was questioned. 
He denied knowing anything 
about a jail break plot. His 
record was against him—five 
in state and federal 


after refusing to submit to a 
lie detector test. . 
Convict Burns was ques- 
tioned by his brother and 
other detectives. He denied 
even knowing Richardson. 


But the ranks of the Berry 
gang were thinning. Forrest 
Allen Parker, Richard J. Crim-

P. McNamee were in the big 
house at Jefferson City. Burns 
and Berry were making last 
ditch fights to avoid long 
terms. Sleepy-Eyed Jack Allen 
and Richardson were dead. 


Three other associates of 
Berry and Burns also had lost 
bouts with the law. 

Clarence R. Enloe had been 
caught with Burns in the $2000

Eleanor Roosevelt 
Visitors From Russia 


MUNCIE, Ind., May 6. 

I HAD THE PLEASURE recently of entertaining in 
Hyde Park two Russian women, the older one an engineer 
and the other a Moscow lawyer. These women came over 
here under the auspices of the National Council of Women, 
their itinerary was planned by the council, and I think it 
was a good pilot experiment. 

We may have learned something that will help us to 
do better for other travelers under the National Council's 
auspices. It seemed to me, for instance, that in a number 
of cases these visitors had been shown the same type of 
activity in many communities, when actually samples in a 
few places would have been more than sufficient. 

On the whole, however, I think they got a very good 
picture of many parts of our country and of many differ- 
ent American homes and American people. 

Two members of the National Council will go this sum- 
mer to Russia and the Soviets will, I am sure, find the 
same desire to show our representatives their country and 
its people. y 

The two Russian women stressed the fac tthat 
they had been treated with friendliness every- 
where. We feel strongly that it is important that 

the people get to know each other so that our re- 

lations do not depend entirely on officials know- 

ing officials, though we realize well that these 
exchanges between people may not bring about 
better official decisions. We also realize the forth- 
coming foreign ministers’ meetings in Geneva will 

be more basic in their importance to the present 

peace of the world. Nevertheless, for the future it 

may well be that the greater understanding among 

the people may bring about a better atmosphere 

surrounding official conversations. 


Of course, during the two-day visit at Hyde Park I 
took my guests to visit my husband’s memorial. One eve- 
ning we went to a meeting of our local Chapel Corner 
Grange to celebrate its sixtieth anniversary. 

The program was like programs of this kind all over 
this country, and people attending were the people who 
make up the backbone of any community, people who ac- 
cept community responsibility and who have learned to 
work together in their grange organization for mutual ad- 
vancement in the particular interest of their grange. But 
invariably these same people are concerned with many 
other civic groups, and their interest is for the community 
as a whole, in which they recognize their own advancement. 

I was glad to be able to show my Soviet visitors any- 
thing as truly representative of American life as this type 


of civic activity.
